At the 
same time the city had a payment on 
a bond issue to be met in New York, 
atld owing to the terms of the sale 
of the bonds to the brokerage firm, 


the city was unable to ascertain” be- | 
fore the New York payment was due, 


whether the brokers intended to 


carry out their contract or not. For- { 


tunately at the last minute, the city 
was able to enter into an arrangement 
with the bank to meet the payment 
due in New York. Again, the city 
had lost some $350,000 of revenue by 
the province taking away the income 
tax, Although some of the utilittes 
were paying,. there was a loss of 
some 200,000 on the stret railway.

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The ‘‘Closed Shop’’ Vote, 

Ontario elected thirty-eight Con- 
servatives, and’ twenty-three Pro- 
gresgives—half of whom are 
pledged to protection; a total of 
forty-eight protectionists against 
twenty-two Liberals. But there 
were some notable exceptions to 
the rule. In Brantford, for ex- 
ample, a great manufacturing 
centre, a Liberal was elected, and 
that against a Cockshutt. Peter- 
boro likewise turned down a Gov- 
srnment candidate for a Liberal. 
Even traditionally ‘‘Tory’’ Tor- 
onto spoke with notably less than 
the usual emphasis on the tariff 
issue. The Province is unques- 
tionably protectionist, but the in- 
dustrial centres are less ardently 
so than in former years.

| fore he started. But his start- 
jing kept a Liberal out of the 


(field. In a clear field against the 
U. F. A. candidate a popular 
Libera! might have won. But ob- 


viously no one out the U. F, A. 
; could win; once the unionist can- 
didature was determined upon. 
In both East and West Edmonton 
the government candidates were 
hopelessly beaten but their candi- 
dature practically assured the U. 
F, A. victory in both constituen- 
cies. Kast Edmonton was the one 
federal constituency in the prov- 
ince that gave a Liberal majority 
in the recent provincial elections ; 
and therefore offered good pros- 
pects for Liberal success. It 
should have been won for Liber- 
alism. While Liberals themselves 
are no doubt largely to blame for 
that\loss, the fact of the govern- 
ment candidate putting \up a 
vigorous, although hopeless fight, 
| made impossible what was already 
| difficult. 

In West Edmonton at the pro- 
vinciai elections the U, F. A. ma- 
jority was large; Taking notice 
of that fact the former unionist 
member decided not to offer again 
‘as a candidate, But another gov- 
{ernment supporter was put up in 
jhis place. . Had the city vote that

jhave at least one representative 
in the new house of commons.
